Washington's Sensational 


Harder in Court Five 
Lawyers for Defense 


Washington, Nov. 19.—Tbl s morn- 


ing, before Judge Anderson, began tue 
trial of Mrs. 
Bonine, nnder iiidkt- 


ment for the murder of James S. Ayres, 
Jr., in the Kenmore hotel in this eityv»n 
the night of May 15 last. The cast; at- 
tracted widespread mterest «t the time 
the tragedy occurred, largely on ac- 
count of the mystery which shrouded 
the death of the young man. This in- 
terest was augmented Tvhile the cor- 
oner's inQuest was Is progress by the 
dramatic confession of Mrs. Bonine of 
her part in the tragedy. She said lhat 
she was the only person in the room 
when Ayres was shot and that he was 
killed in a struggle with her over the 
possession of a revolver with which he 
was trying to frighten her into com- 
pliance with improper demands on his 
part. She has been in jail since then. 


Mrs. Bonine was accompanied to the 


court room by her husband and two 
«ons aiid by her sister, Mrs. \feechnm, 
who lias come from her home in Mis- 
louri for the purpose of being present. 
It is also expected that later in the 
trial a brother, Giraat Horary, and a 
sister. Miss FeasS Hemry, will be pres- 
ent. 
Seats have been reserved also f or 


five attorneys to represent Mrs. Boniae, 
although it is not expected that all of 
them will be present at any urn*. 


Attorney Gould will be assisted in the 


prosecution by Hugh T. Tasrgart. 
Seventy-three witnesses have bcen 
summoned on behalf of the government. 
Thus far no subpoenas liave been issued 
for any witnesses in Mrs. Bonine'a be- 
half. 


Mrs. Bonnie was calm in court, and 


her plea of not guilty was entered in a 
low but distinct voice.

For Bishop of New Diocese at 


Convention Held Today 


CONTEST OVER THE NAME 


Worcester Delegates Favor 


Calling It Diocese 
of 


Worcester, Others Fa- 


vor Name of West- 


ern Massachu- 


setts 


(Special to the Transcript.) 


Springfield, Nov. 19—The primary con 


vention of the new Episcopal diocese 
assembled in Christ church in this 
city this morning -with delegates pres- 
ent from all the Episcopal churches in 
western Massachusetts. 


Bishop William 
Lawrence of 
the 


Massachusetts diocese addressed 
the 


convention referring to the kindliness 
of feeling existing between the old 
and new in relation to the division. He 
voiced the good wishes of the old dio- 
cese and predicted a great future for 
the new 


The convention then'TTroceeded in the 


election of of" a secretary and treas- 
urer K*v. Henry Morrill of Holyoke 
was made secretary and Charles M. 
Bent of Worcester treasurers 


Next cam* the question of choosing 


a name and here developed what is 
likely to be the only contest of the 
convention. The Worcester delegates 
and those from that part of the state 
favored calling the new diocese the 
diocese 
of Worcester. 
Those 
from 


Stytingfield and the western part of the 
diocese favored calling it the diocese 
of western Massachusetts. 


Two ballots w«re taken on this, the 


votes of the clergymen- and laymen 
being cast and counted separately. 
The votes -fare close, but among the 
clergymen the name of Worcester led, 
while among the laymen the nam of 
•western Massachusetts had a slight 
majority. 


A proposition was made to defer 


the choosing of a name until the next 
convention but -, Bishop Lawrence in- 
sisted that thenanae must be chosen if 
the -convention ,remaJra>ed in session 
for a year. 


Finally a committee on conference 


wag appointed to report a recommen- 
dation on the matter this afternoon. 


The convention adjourned at 1.15 


to meet in session again at 2.30. It 
was at that time beleived that th« 
business would be completed this af- 
ternoon. 


There is no doubt that Dr._D. H. 


Greer of New York will be the choice 
of the convention for bishop and that 
this choice "will be unanimous. 


It is now belived that he will accept 


without any doubt. Rev. J. C. Brooks 
pastor of Christ church in this city, 
said this noon when asked in regard to 
I>r. Greer position, 


"I know now of no reason why he 


would not 
accept if he were elected 


unanimously."

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MUSICIANS' UNION TROUBLES 


Not Stilted at Adam Confirtnw List 


Night Niw CommitlM in Charge 


The Central Labor union of Adams 


held an interesting: meeting last night 
and among other things the musicians' 
union troubles were discussed. W. H. 
Sullivan and John Kelley of this city, 
acting an representatives of the local 
C. L. U. and appointed expressly on 
that matter at the local C. L. U's 
meeting last week, attended. Noth- 
ing definite was done and the matter 
has now been left in the hands of a 
new Committee. The meeting voted t0 
leave the matter for settlement in the 
hands of the president of the Central 
-Labor unions of this city, Adams and 
Pittgfleld and two delegates, one from 
the local musicians union 
and one 


from the Adams musicians. No special 
time for this committe to meet was 
decided upon. 


The teamsters' union of Cheshire, 


which has had considerable trouble in 
enforcing its rules in that town had 
representatives present at Adams last 
night and a wage scale was presented. 
The scale is $4 per day for a man and 
his team; teams drawing ' stone to 
Dean Bros kilns are to receive 50 in- 
stead of 40 cents per load, and for the 
same work for Farnum Bros. 80 in- 
stead of 60 cents per load. These ad- 
vances the Cheshire union claims are 
just, since under the present schedule 
they are unable to make a clay's pay 
of $4. 
' A new bartenders union Is to be or- 
ganized and become affiliated with the 
Adams C. L. U. The bartenders in 
Adams are union men, but belong to 
the bartenders' union of this city, 
which bad jurisdiction in Adams, the 
same as the musicians here have and 
hold. The bartenders here, however, 
are liberal and are willing that a sep- 


/ arate charter be given their Adams 


members.

F WASTE IN RESTAURANT DISHES,- 
Redden Extravagance In Serving 


Portion* to Customer*. 


*'My wife being out of town, I have 


been dining around of late," said a gentle- 
man who likes to get about a bit among 
men and eee how others live. "The thing 
that struck me most forcibly was the 
enormous waste there is in the better 
class of restaurants and why managers 
should permit it when it could just as 
well be avoided. Take this as an exam- | 
pie: I dined at a big hotel an Wednesday 
nighfT That being 'fish day,' I thought I 
could get some first class fish and tried it 
I got what I wanted—a bit of sheepshead 
that was superbly cooked, finely served 
and as good a piece of fish as I ever put 
in my mouth. I had celery with it. The 
charges were moderate enough, I thought, 
for the quantity of food I was given. 
There was fish enough for four persons 
and celery enaugh for three at least. No 
half portions were served. Now, I would 
as scon have paid the same price for half 
the quantity of either dish and would 
then have thought I was abundantly 
served. More than half my order went 
back to the kitchen, aud I felt as if I 
were in a measure responsible for a part 
of that waste in consequence. 


"Of course it was none of my business 


to philosophize that there were hundreds 
of persons who would have been made 
happy could they have had that which I 
could not eat. Neither is it any business 
of the hotel people. But why in the 
world whoever has charge of serving the 
food should give one man so much more 
than he can possibly eat is a question in 
the economy of running hotels and res- 
taurants that bothered me then and both- 
ers me still. It is a custom in ail first 
class places, and the reason for it is a 
puzzle that seems beyond solution. Two 
men could not have wanted what I had in 
one portion of fish if they bad anything 
else, aud there was hardly a man dining 
at this particular place that evening but 
had either soup or oysters to begin with 
and followed his fish course with some 
other food—either a solid meat or a sweet 
of some sort. 


"It would seem as if economy were one 


of the things never thought of in the 
management of restaurants. Yet 
it 


strikes the average man, I fancy, as one 
of the first things that would naturally 
be considered if a place is run for the 
profit there is in it. I am not yet con- 
vinced that restaurants are conducted 
solely for tbe fun of feeding the public."

CONFIDENCE IN ROOSEVELT 


And Admiration For Our Country In 


General—Emphatlo Denial of Plans 
For Securing Coaling Stations In 
South" America or West Indies 


Washington, Nov. 19.—Herr Von Hol- 


leben, German ambassador to the 
Uni'ted States, has just returned to 
Washington from his vacation in Eu- 
rope and has resumed the duties of his 
post here. When interviewed here yes- 
terday he seemed to be in excllent 
spirits. When asked about the existing 
relations between rSermany and the 
United States, he said: 


"They have never been better or more 


cordial. The great sorrow which came 
to Tour country through the tragedy in 
Buffalo has greatly aroused sympathy 
of the German people who are so closely 
tmited to the people of the United 
States by the many ties of blood and 
trtendship. Just as in private life we 
think more of a friend whom fate has 
made to suffer severely, so the German 
people have been brought nearer to those 
of the United States through the latter 
country's g^eat misfortune. Mr. Mc- 
Kinley's great qualities in private life, 
as well as his great srtatesn^rsh p, 
shown in dealings with public affa.irs, 
have always been thoroughly under- 
stood and appreciated. 


"My countrymen," continued the am- 


bassador, "look up to your ne-.v presi- 
dent with admiration and full con- 
fidence, admiring the country at the 
enme time which can produce a man of 
such high abilities as your chief ex- 
ecutive. 


"My soverefgn," the ambassador said, 


, "has the most frank admiration for 
America's progress and the most cor- 
dial and friendly feelings for the United 
States. He has just shown once more 
how he appreciates American skill and 
workmanship in having a yacht built In 
the United States. All talk that he de- 
•ires to bring the European nations to- 
gether in a challenge of America's 
progress in the commercial world Is 
without foundation." , 


Before closing the Interview the am-

Finding it too large, he attempted to 


drive it in with a hammer. Still fail- 
ing to force it m, he began to pound it 
with his fe?t. 
He had dean several 


blows when there was a crash, and 
Levigne was thrown Into the air some 
distance, as were also several other 
men nearby. 


When the smoke cleared away four 


men were lying on the ground. Help, 
was summoned at once and Levigne 
, was taken to the city hospital, whe-e it 


was found that his left foot bad been 
blown: off and the right one badly 
mangled. He also sustained other in- 
juries and it is believed he cannot sur- 
vive. 


John Shea, 60 years oW, was b-idly 


cut about the body and one eye was bad- 
ly iniured, so that he will probably lose 
the sight of it. The othermen were less 
seriously hurt. 


A huge section of the rack was blown 


into the air and carried 300 feet, bieak- 
ing through the roof of the house of 
John Durand. There was almost a 
panic in the southern part of the city 
after the explosion and the police had 
hard work to keep the crowds away 
from the scene of the accident.

•white hunter who shot him by mistake, 
taking him for a deer. They are search- 
ing everywhere for the body and if It 
shall be found it may go hard.with some 
of the white hunters in that locality. 


The Indians firmly believe that he 


was murdered by a white man and aie 
determined on vengeance. The name 
of the missing Indian is not known. The 
Indians are of the Menominee tribe 
and have a small settlement on the 
Eagle river. 


All the white hunters in that locality 


are being warned as rapidly as possible. 
It is probable that there will be a general 
exodus as soon as the excitement among 
the Indians shall become known. The 
Eagle river region is in the wilds of 
Marinette county, arid is one of the best 
deer hunting districts in Wisconsin.

Is Left Solely to the United States- 


British Opposition -Journals AttacU 
the Government and Iiord I»aus- 
downo For "Climbing Down" 


Washington, Nov. 19.—Tlie new Hay- 


Pauncefote treaty was signed yesterday 
by Secretary Hay for the United States 
and Lord Pauncefote, the British am- 
bassador, for Great Britain. 


This treaty is intended to replace the 


first IJa'y-Pauncefote treaty. That con- 
vention was amended so extensively by 
the United States at its last session that 
the British government declined to rat- 
ify it. Within n few weeks nesrot'a- 
tions began afresh between Secretary 
Hay and Lord Pauncefote, which have 
just resulted in the signature of the 
new treaty, drawn with special ief- 
erence to the objections found by the 
senate with the first treaty. From n 
due sense of the courtesy which must 
be observed toward the United States 
senate wherever a treaty is concerned, 
the state department is estopped from 
making pxiblie the text of the new Con- 
vention, and that will remain secret 
until the senate itself shall break the 
geal of confidence. It is said at the 
state department that the various pub- 
lications which have been made of the 
alleged text of the treaty are all er- 
roneous and conjectural, though in view 
of the rather free admissions that have 
been made for the purposes of the nego- 
tiators, it has been possible by the u=e 
of the test of the first treaty, to con- 
struct one similar in general terms to 
the new convention. The principal 
point of the difference between the new 
and the t'ailort treaty is the withdrawal 
of Great Britain from the joint guar- 
antee of the neutrality of the canal, this 
leaving the United States to 'be sole 
guarantor. The section of the old pro- 
vision respecting the right to fortify the 
canal leaves that" right by infeierce 
optional with the United State*. All 
commerceof ^ hatever nationality p-iss- 
ins; through the canal will fare al fce; 
there will be n« d scrimmation in rates 
iu favor of United States shipping.

»TATH OPPOSITION TO 


COMBINATION 


A bilHon dollar combination of rail- 


froads whose ultimate object is to stop 
nil competition between the transpor- 
tation lines running from Chicago to 
thePacific coast is very naturally fol- 
lowed by an effort on the part of the 
Btates whose business interests are in- 
volved to prevent what is claimed to 
be a violation of state laws. Governor 
iVan Sant of Minnesota announces his 
Intention to fight the combination in 
as vigorous language as he could use, 
Baying of the deal: 


"I do not know that it can be pre- 


vented, but it is my intention to ask 
the attorney general, upon his return* 
to bring suit In the name of the state 
to prevent, if possible, the consolida- 
tion of the Great Northern and North- 
Wn Pacific railway companies. It is 
clearly in open violation of the plain 
Intent and purpose of the Xaw. If, 
under existing law, said consolidation 
cannot be prevented, I feel that I 
•would be Justified in calling an extra 
session of the legislature to *ake nec- 
essary steps to successfully resist it. 
if it could be accomplished by this 
means. 
Believing It to be my plain 


duty, I shall leave no stone unturned 
to prevent the contemplated consolida- 
tion. Owing to the great interest of 
our state and people, it should and 
will be fought to a finish. If the will 
of the peop]e °* Minnesota 
can be 


trampled upon in this manner, the 
sooner the fact is ascertained and 
understood the better." 


The governors of other states are 


speaking In terms as 'positive. The 
immense consolidation, bringing to an 
apparent close the long and gigantic 
struggle between the railroads them- 
selves, is opening the way for an 
equally bitter struggle between state 
and capital. 


To the ordinary mind, not versed in 


business matters of such proportions, 
'he present deal I* an extremely com- 
•IlcaUd affair. Different corporations, 
ome of them owning no 'track of their 


own but securing control of single 
roads to build up systems, are now 
brought together in one comprehensive j 
system of systems, until stockholders 
in the original roads which laid the 
tracks are in eom* doubt as to what 
their stock now really represent*. 


An to the actual effort the coming 


union of interests by the railroads will 
have, eliminating the opposition of the 
states which experience indicates will 
at the most only delay matters, there 
is great 
difference of opinion even 


among the best informed. The New 
York Commercial Bulletin sums it up 
as a good thing, saying: 


"The country is not alarmed as it 


would have been a few years ago. It 
ihas discovered that discriminations, 
an inevitable feature of competition, 
are more injurious than high rates; it 
has Observed how disastrous railway 
rate wars are, and it has noticed that 
the railway systems are gradually— 
and not very slowly— passing into the 
hands of a small number of men whose 
energies are directed 
to increasing 


business rather than to squeezing the 
last cent that can be got out of exist- 
ing traffic. Legislation for the control 
of railways has almost entirely failed; 
management by railway 
men, pure 


and simple, has resulted in much op- 
pression and competition; the control 
is now passing rapidly into the hands 
of great financiers, and it is not un- 
likely that the public as well as the 
shareholder will have occasion to feel 
satisfaction at this latest development 
in the evolution of railway manage- 
ment." 


It is true that legislation for the 


control of railways has been defied so 
successfully that it may be said to 
have 
almost entirely failed. 
It is 


equally true that the control of all 
lines by a, few great financiers will aid 
in the evolution of railway manage- 
ment. But it is equally true that this 
is not the final stage of the evolution, 
and that if the present stage results 
in the evils that makers of previous 
laws have rightfully foreseen, there 
will in the interests of the industries 
and people of the country be found a 
way to make legislation for the con- 
trol of the railways effective.

Nearly every tonritt who visits Wash- 


Injrton want* to take away a souvenir. 
Souvenir stores in the national capital 
are as plenty as saloons, but your true 
souvenir hunter wants something that he 
has culled himself. 
By preference he 


will hammer, hew or slice it off from 
some monument or landmark. That is 
why it costs Uncle Sam a young fortune 
to guard his treasures of history, won- 
der and beauty. Whatever public build- 
Ing jou cuter your cane, umbrella or 
whatever^ou may have that would make 
a good hammer is taken from you and 
checked, and at the Congressional library 
and Corcoran Art gallery you are watch- 
ed very closely lest you might get an op- 
portunity to use your heels. These two 
places are particularly enticing to the 
vandal, with all then- statuary and carv- 
ed marble. 


Unfortunately the Washington monu- 


ment has not been so well guarded, con- 
sequently it is badiy scarred by the dep- 
redations of the souvenir fiends. Inside 
it is very dim in spots, the light being 
supplied by nn occasional incandescent 
lamp, along the stairway. It is in this 
atmosphere that vandalism flourishes. 
Like white squares amid the blacks of a 
huge checkerboard stand the memorial 
slabs presented by the states in the Un- 
ion at the time of the monument's erec- 
tion and by the societies and organiza- 
tions of the country wishing their names 
to me immortalized at the national capi- 
tal. There are more than 150 of these,, 
and many of them are in a distressful 
condition of mutilation. Missing beads, 
arms, legs and drapery from the stat- 
uary bear eloquent witness to the appre- 
ciation of visitors who were so favorably 
impressed with the monument that they 
couldn't tear themselves away without 
taking something with them to remember 
it by. Just exactly what value, real or 
sentimental, the left ear lobe of the god- 
dess of prosperity, for instance, can have 
for any person is hard for a sane man to 
understand. Somebody got it, however. 


Most of the slabs presented by the 


states bear simply names and dates in 
large, bold letters that defy umbrellas 
and the like, and these remain untouched 
save by pencils that mark their owners' 
names, only to hare their traces washed 
off on the next cleaning day. But of the 
delicate carving there is little left The 
handsomest slab, though one of the small- 
est, measuring 3 by 5 feet, is that pre- 
vented by the American Medical associa- 
tion, representing a group of the fathers 
of medicine. It is about midway up tbi 
monument, about where climbers rest, 
and about four feet from the floor, a 
convenient reach. Hence the condition 
of the figures—two headless and three 
armless. Two landings above is a slab 
representing a locomotive. The locomo- 
tive loqks as if it had got the worst of a 
collision. 
The souvenir hunters did it. 


Not far away Is a large slab occupying 
the center of one -wall 'for a height of six 
feet. 
In its pi-eiiea* condition it would 


do for a puzzle picture. 
Before the en- 


thusiastic tourists got at it with their 
umbrellas and canes it represented a fire 
engine of the old type. A volunteer fire 
department of some, city presented it. 
Probably the name of the city is in some 
old record. It isn'$ on the slab. Once it 
was there, but the jsonvenir sharks got it. 
One thing that they Javen't got is the 
fine cnrring ofca pellcaa, the symbol of 
the state of Louisiana. The reason is 
that instead Of being a baa-relief, the 
pelican is carved into the stone, intaglio 
fashion, and no predatory umbrella can. 
dig this ont. 


When most of the vandalism in the 


monument ocurred DO one knows, but It 
probably took place before the checking 
system was there competitor visitors to 
leave all potential implements of destruc- 
tion before going -j'up the monument. 
Great protest against this order is made 
by the camera fiend, who generally wants 
to take a birdseye view of the city from 
the top of the monument. But hp has to 
do his best without his tripod, for that 
triple crowbar stays'below with the um- 
brellas and canes. 
-,,. At Mount Vemon there is a small army 
of "spotters" on the lookout for tha 
worker of souvenir iniquity. A quarter 
admission is. charged, and the money goes 
to defray the expense of guarding th* 
place. In Washington's old home there 
is o'ne thing that strikes the notice by its 
contrast to the prevailing simplicity—it 
is the carved mantelpiece of Carrara 
marble in the dining room. One who is 
not a vandal cannot gaze upon it without 
anathematizing the 'whole race of relic 
Beckers. Even with watcher* in every 
room some individual managed to "get in 
bis work" and ksock 08 the head of a 
galloping deer in the center of the group.

headless 
for 


months. Then one day back came the 
head in a little box postmarked Paris. 
The culprit had realized the evil of bis 
ways, the villainy of his vandalism.

THE BEAVER IN WINTER. 


Ria Curiooc Method of Breatbing 


Under th,e Ice. 


' "The benrer i? really a sort of portable 
pulp mill, grinding dp most any kind of 
wood that comes hia way. I once meas- 
ured a white birch tree, twenty-two 
inches through, cut down by a beaver. A 
single beaver generally, if not always, 
amputates the tree, and when, it comes 
down the whole,family falls to and has a 
regular frolic with the bark and branches. 
A big' beaver \\ijj bring down a fair sized 
sapling—say, thre,c' inches through—in 
about two minutes and a large tree in 
•bout an hour. 


"One 
of the queerest facts about the 


beaver is the rapidity with which his 
long, chisel shaped teeth recover from an 
injury. I have known beavers to break 
their teeth in biting a trap, and when I 
caught them again ten days afterward 
yon couldn't see a sign of the break—the 
teeth had grown out to their former per- 
fection in that short period. 


"As compared with the otter or mink, 


the beaver is a very slow swimmer. His 
front leg* bang by his side, and he uses 
only his webbed hind feet for purposes of 
swimming. It is easy to capture one in 
a canoe if you can find him in shoal wa- 
ter. He is a most determined fighter, but 
clumsy and easy to handle. If be could 
get hold of you with bis teeth, he would 
almost take & leg off; so you want to 
watch him sharply. The place to grab 
him is by the tail. 


"The ability of a beaver to remain un- 


der water for a long time is really not so 
tough a problem as it looks. When the 
lake or pond is frozen over, a beaver will 
come to the under surface of the ice and 
expel bis breath, so that it will form a 
wide, fiat bubble. The air, coming in con- 
tact with the ice and water, is purified, 
and the beaver breathes it again. This 
operation he can repeat several times. 
The otter and mnskrat do the same thing. 


"It almost takes a burglar proof safe to 


hold a newly captured beaver. I once 
caught an old one and two kittens np tbe 
north branch of the Sou-west, put them in 
a barrel and brought them down to Mira- 
michi lake. That night she gnawed a 
hole through the barrel and cleared out, 
leaving her kittens. They were so young 
that I had no hope of feeding them, so I 
released them in the hope that the mother 
might find them. 
Soon after that I 


caught a big male beaver. I made a 
large log pen for him of dry spruce, but 
the second night he cut a log and disap- 
peared. 


"Beavers, when alarmed, generally make 


np stream, so I went to the brook where 
a little branch came in, and I thought I 
would go np that t little way, and I 
hadn't gone more than ten rods before I 
came across my lad sitting up in the bed 
of the brook having a lunch on a stick be 
had cut. He actually looked as if be 
knew he was playing truant when he 
caught sight of me out of the side of hit 
eye. 


"I picked him np by the tail, brought 


him back, put him in the pen, supplied 
him with plenty of fresh poplar and In 
seemed as tame as possible and neve 
gave me any more troubjc. 
I brongl 


him out to Stanley, where he lived a loo 
time. Turnbull hac! a mongrel dog wok 
wat jealous of the beaver, and one da 
attacked him. He did that only once, fo 
the beaver nipped tbe dog's tail off quirk 
ern'n a cat would ciitch a mouse."—Hi 
and Gun.

INTEREST THE TRAVELER. 


Intect*, BJrcU and Reptile* Found In 


the Sand—Funny Freak* of the Ta- 
rantula Hawk and the Road Rnn- 
ner—Worrying a Bottler. 
There's plenty of life on the desert- 


not crowds of human insects, rushing 
and tearing about like crazy ants and 
keeping up a din day and night that is 
enough to drive the whole world mad, 
but interesting, sensible, natural life, 
full of comedy, tragedy and even humor. 
If you feel lonesome, you can find com- 
pany anywhere by turning up a rock 
or looking under the sagebrush. There's 
no lack of ingenious, curious little crea- 
tures whoso \vays are worth studying. 


Take the tarantula hawk, for example. 


That's an insect built something like a 
wasp, or perhaps more like a "devil's 
darning needle," and it files about look- 
ing for tarantulas just CB the hawk soars 
about keeping his eye peeled for gophers 
and such provender. When the hawk 
sees a tarantula, he goes for the big spi- 
der, 
swoops down upon him, stings him 


and gets away like a flash. The taraatu- 
la knows that his only show TJ to get un- 
der cover, and he legs it for home in 
frantic haste. It's fun to see the big, 
hairy '.egged bully duck his head and 
paddle off through the sand. 


If the tarantula is near 'his house, he 


may escape by getting to it, tumbling in 
head first and shutting the door tight, 
but he's got to hustle for it, because 
little Jack the Giant Killer is a hustler 
himself and keeps jabbing away at every 
jump. If the hairy ogre gets caught out 
a great way from his castle, his name is 
Dennis, and he knows it. He flops over 
upon his back to make a fight, and if he 
could get hold of the hawk in that posi- 
tion he would make short work of the 
little chap, but the hawk sees the trick 
and just keeps sailing around and watch- 
ing for an opening, and when he catches 
the spider off his guard he darts in, hits 
him a lick and gets away like a flash. 


Sometimes the hawk will pretend to 


quit and fly away, but tie instant the 
ti^ntula is on his feet and scooting for 
shelter whiz! cornea the hawk like a. 
bullet and socks it to him in the back of 
the head. A few stiigs like that do up 
the tarantula. He seems to become dizzy 
from the poison, staggers a few steps and 
collapses in a hairy heap. His legs twitch 
a few times, and that is the end of his 
marvelous career. 


I've 
been calling the hawk "he" all 


along, but it i«n't that kind of a bird. 
The tarantula Nemesis is the female 
hawk, so far as I can judge, because aft- 
er the spider is knocked out the hawk 
ptoceeds to deposit eggs in the remains, 
and I suppose the eggs are hatched by 
thn heat of decomposition. Possibly the 
purpose of laying eggs in a defunct ta- 
rantula is to provide the young hawks 
with grub at the threshold of life, so to 
speak. Whatever the scheme may be, it 
is death to the tarantula, and for that 
reason nobody ever barms a tarantula 
hawk- The insect's sting is said to be 
poisonous to men, bat I never knew one 
to sting a man. 


Then there is the road runner, a joy- 


ous, sociable little fellow, whose busi-

death. Trie ioa.1 runner is a bird some 
what larger than a blue 3ay, with a saw.-} 
topknot and a. still saucier tail about a 
foot in length. 
He runs as fast as a 


horse ordinarily travels, and if he once 
gets into tlie road ahead of a horseman 
he will race along for hours and can't 
be driven out of the road. 
He could 


skip aside and get out of the way if lie 
wanted to, bat he seeirs to think that it 
is his mission in life to keep just ahead 
of that horse, and notliing can divert him 
from that occupation. 


He is not in the least alarmed, and 


when he gainb too much of a lead he will 
stop and seesaw with his tail and chirrup 
merrily until the horse nearly catches 
up with him. Tien away ha goes again, 
as if his life depended upon winning the 
race. When he wearies of the sport, he 
disappears in the brush. 


I was riding across a cactus desert 


once when a pair of road runners that 
had been racing with me turned out of 
the trail and became suddenly very much 
excited about something. They paid no 
more attention to me, and I rode up near 
enough to s*e what was going on. They 
had run across a big diamond back rat- 
tler and were preparing to have fun with 
him. 
One of them had struck the snake 


with his shar;i bill and the diamond back 
had promptl. coiled himself in a defen- 
sive attitude and was springing his rat- 
tle wickedly. One of the birds remained 
near the snake, jumping about and mak- 
ing a great show of hostility, but keep- 
ing beyond reach all the time, while the 
other gathered little bunches of dry cac- 
tus, 
•with spini-s as sharp as needles and 


almost as hard, which he dropped close 
to the reptile. 


The road runner was as busy as the 


old ioy in a gale of wind, and in a few 
minutes he had piled a regular little 
corral of cactns spines all around the 
rattlesnake. Then the pair of them be- 
gan to tantalize the snake, and flying at 
him they provoked him into striking at 
them, with u-i>a!ts disastrous to himself, 
for every ti-ue ho launched out he b't 
into the cactus and got stuck full of the 
spines. 


When the rattlesnake had jnst about 


got crazy and was reckless of his guard, 
the rond runnors flew up, hovered over 
him and daitcd down .it him whenever 
they saw a good chance to hit him. 
Their sharp hills did great execution, and 
it wasn't \or.g before1 they had the rattle- 
snake laid out as cold as a wedgo. They 
are great generals, these road runneis, 
and they always gpt away with the 
rattlesnake. That's why nobody ever 
shoots a road runner in California.—Ex- 
change.

there to Haywarclen castle, where the 
"grand old man" <jf England lived and 
died. In the county of Warwickshire 
the first stopping place was Stratford, 
which, of course, furnished many in- 
teresting views relating to Shakes- 
peare and his life. From Stratford to 
Warwick, then to Leamington and 
Coventry, and the lecturer crossed the 
border into Derbyshire. 


The "Saunter" through Derbyshire 


was really the pleasantest part of the 
journey, for besides the recognized 
points of interest, such as 
Hatton 


hall, an ideal baronial mansion, and 
Chatsworth, the home of the duke of 
Devonshire, many charming little bits 
of nature were thrown on the screen. 


The lecture closed wkh a burst of 


Anglo-Saxon patriotism, in which the 
speaker referred to the late queen, 
President 
McKinley, and President 


Roosevelt, and spoke of the bond of 
sympathy between the two great Eng- 
lish speaking nations.

A THREAT TO KILL CHILD WIFE 


She Was Married at Age ef 15 and Has 


Seen 
Abused Since. 
Three 


Italians Seek Warrant? 


fer Each Other 


It was a day of dreariness in the dis- 


trict court room this morning. Th» 
shady side of married life came to th« 
surface again, and with it unpleasant 
details of an unhappiness which for 
the mo-it part is hidden away from 
the world in general. 


The first case was that of a" ffirPIS 


years old who had b«en married three 
years to a man who threatened to kiH 
her 
until she became desperate and 


sought the protection of the law. She 
is Lena M. Bryant, When 15 years 
old she married Abbot L. Bryant, who 
is considerably older, and almost im- 
mediately after their mamage he be- 
gan to abuse her. She finally left him 
and went to live with her parents, and 
he enlisted in the army. Last July 
he returned and promised to treat her 
well if she would come back to him. 
She tried it, but it was the same old 
story, 
Several times he had threat- 


ened to kill her showing he? a loaded 
revolver. She stole the revolver and 
brought it to the police station, but 
would not have him arrested, 


Last Sunday he brought out a razor 


and informed her that he meant to 
dispose of her and t£en cut his own 
throat. He started to shut her little 
sister, who was with them, in the din- 
ing rooi»i, and tried to get hia wife 
alone in another oom, but .the little, 
girl secured the razor and hid it. That 
night he told his wife that unless the 
razor was returned before Wednesday 
he would shoot her on sight. She was 
very much frightened and yesterday 
swore out a warrant for hjs arrest. 


This morning both Mrs. Bryant and 


her 
little sister testified 
in court. 


Bryant pleaded not guilty, but made 
no attempt to defend himself. He was 
placed under $200 bonds to keep the 
peace. 


The case which occupied the greater 


part of the time was that against 
Henry E. Gardner, charged with • as- 
sault and battery on his wife Mina M. 


'Gfardner. The trouble 
whtich cul- 


minated in his arrest began yester- 
day morning. 
They began to quaxrel 


early in the morning over a trivial mat 
ter but the quarrel went from bad to 
worse until he knocked her down and 
tried to choke herr and she threw dish- 
es at him. She left the house for a few 
minutes and on returning found that 
he had taken her two oldest children 
away some where. Then she swore 
out a warrant for his arrest. 


On the stand this moping Gard- 


ner said that he took the. children 
away 
because she did not care for 


them 
properly. He had taken them 


away from her before for the same 
reason. He pleaded not 
guilty 
but 


found guilty and fined $10. Law-
